> It looked like the 

Mayoral race in Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillim- 
bury was going to 
be close, between incum¬ 
bent Doug White and 
challenger Rob Keffer. 

Nobody expected a rout. 

But by 9:30 p.m., with 10 out of 
10 tabulators reporting results and 
40.88% of the 21,638 eligible voters 
casting their ballots, it was a sweep for 
Keffer. 

Rob Keffer received 4,741 ballots or 
54.13% of the popular vote, to Doug 
White’s 3,764 (42.97%). Candidate 
Hernan Burgos received 254 votes. 

It wasn’t the only surprise in the 
evening. 

In the Deputy Mayoral race, James 
Leduc beat Carl Hordyk 4,622 to 3,843 
- another come-from-behind battle, 
that saw Leduc overtake Hordyk in the 
final weeks of the campaign. 

White dropped by Keffer's campaign 
headquarters to concede the victory, 
telling his opponent, "You ran a really 
effective campaign, you had a great 
team - you deserved to win. Best of 
luck.” 

The Mayor-Elect thanked White for 
“his 12 years of service to our town. I 
wish him and his family well in private 
life.” He promised a collaborative 
approach to Council, moving forward. 
White later told his supporters, “He 
got out his vote. He won fair and 
square." After serving one term as 
Councillor and two terms as Mayor, 
White said, “Life goes on, and I’m 
proud of what we did the last 8 years,” 
citing the leisure centre, new library, 
medical centre and expanded trail 
system. 

“This is a real tough day for me and 
my family, and all of my supporters” 

- but, he added, "It’s not the first time

I’ve lost at something- 
Through every defeat you 
learn and move on." 

There was jubilation at 
the victory party for Rob 
Keffer and his team, at the 
Trophy Case. "It really is 
a humbling experience 
to have the recognition of 
the residents of Bradford, 
that I can be the person 
to lead the Town for the 
next 4 years,” Keffer told 
supporters - to cries of “8 
years!” 

Keffer added, “I want to 
run a collaborative Council.

We have to 
listen to the people and let 
them know they are being 
heard and we respect what 
they are saying.

Compassion in Bradford 

To the editor: It’s strange how your day can 
change in an instant. On Wednesday, October 
8,1 was in such a good mood because I was on 
my way to visit a dear friend. 

Driving north on Melbourne Dr., I noticed 
something lying on the road, up ahead. At first 
I thought it was a dead skunk, because I could 
see black and white fur. To my dismay, it was 
a short-haired black and white cat. As I drove 
around, the tail suddenly twitched; I stopped 
the car to investigate. The poor creature was 
still alive. 

I knew it had to go to a veterinarian for 
treatment, but I was overcome with emotion 
when I noticed the cat looked very similar to 
one of mine. Suddenly, two young women 
appeared, and one calmly picked up the cat to 
put in my car. Just then, a young man stopped 
to offer assistance, and said he would take it to 
the Vet. We all thanked him, before he drove off 
with the injured animal. 

The whole incident lasted only a few minutes. 
The young women told me they had witnessed 
the hit-and-run and were about to call Animal 
Services. I thanked them for their help, before 
we parted ways. That night I gave my 3 cats 
extra hugs. 

The next morning, I phoned various clinics 
looking for the cat. Eventually I was directed to 
the Vaughan Animal Control, where I learned 
the cat had succumbed to its injuries. 

We are all in such a hurry going about our 
daily lives that we are not always aware of our 
surroundings. The driver who flit the cat may 
not have seen it dart out into the street. This 
was a wake-up call to me to slow down and be 
vigilant, and concentrate while driving. 

But what impressed me most, in this heart¬ 
breaking incident, was that 4 strangers came 
to the aid of a poor helpless creature in its 
time of need. Compassion is alive and well in 
Bradford.

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The Bradford Legion Branch 521 had 
planned to hold a “press conference" 
long before the events of October 22, 
when a lone gunman shot and killed 
reservist, Corporal Nathan Cirillo, 
as he stood at the War Memorial in 
Ottawa. 

The meeting, on October 24, was 
intended to launch this year’s Poppy 
Campaign, which starts October 31, 
but it became a salute to Cirillo, and to 
all veterans. 

Legion President Fraser McConkey 
asked for a minute of silence, in 
honour of Cpl. Cirillo, and Warrant 
Officer Patrice Vincent, run down 
and killed by a suspected terrorist in 
Quebec on October 20. 

“Each year,on the 11th hour on 
the 11th day of the 11th month, we 
observe Remembrance Day across 
Canada," McConkey said. "Every year 
we gather... to observe a moment of 
silence and to mark the sacrifice and 
honour of so many. Of course, it is 
not only to honour the fallen that we 
observe Remembrance Day each and 
every year. As part of our observance, 
we also acknowledge the courage and 
sacrifice of all Veterans, including 
those who are currently serving." 

He noted that since the end of World 
War I, and Lt.-Col.John McCrae’s 
poem, “In Flanders Fields,” the 
poppy has been the symbol of 
Remembrance, "our visual pledge 
to never forget those 117,000-plus 
Canadians who have fallen in war and 
military operations, in the ultimate 
sacrifice by defending our great nation 
in past and present conflicts so that we 
as Canadians can live in the freedom 
that we maintain today.” 

The Poppy Campaign officially 
begins October 31, but members 
of die Royal Canadian Legion were 
permitted to don the red blooms early, 
wearing the poppy in honour of Cpl. 


Cirillo, until his funeral service. 

The Poppy Campaign is a national 
fundraiser that allows the Legion 
to provide services and support 
to veterans and their families. The 
donations collected through the 
sale of the cloth poppies go toward 
providing immediate assistance to 
ex-servicemen and women, assistance 
in accessing government programs 
and support - including Disability 
Pensions, War Veterans Allowance, 
Veterans Independence Program, 
treatment programs, and benefits 
under the new Veterans Charter - and 
to hospitals, that provide care and 
treatment for veterans. 

Following a recent decision, funding 
is also available to purchase PTSD 
Dogs for servicemen - specially- 
trained dogs that can help veterans 
cope with Post Traumatic Stress. 

Any Veteran is eligible to apply for 
financial aid from the Poppy Fund, 
whether a Legion member or not. 

The Legion also monitors the care, 
services and programs offered at three 
Ontario long-term care facilities, at 
Sunnybrookin Toronto, Parkwood in 
London, and Perley Rideau Veterans 
Health Centre in Ottawa. 

Asked if he worried that 
Remembrance Day Ceremonies might 
become the target of ISIS attacks, 
McConkey said, "I don’t think it 
will come to that.” Even if there is a 
heightened threat, he said, "that's not 
going to stop the parades... Fear is not 
really in our vocabulary.” 

He pointed out that the Honour 
Guard is already back at the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier. “That’s saying to 
ISIS, you’re not scaring us.” 

The democracy that so many have 
given their lives to defend is stronger 
than any threat, McConkey suggested, 
and those who have fallen will be 
remembered.

BACKGROUND 

A Transportation Master Plan (OPA17) completed by the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury in 2006 determined that existing traffic capacity was 
insufficient to accommodate projected population growth and future employment development. Among the recommendations made to resolve this 
deficiency was the construction of a new interchange at Highway 400 and Line 5. The Town initiated a Schedule 'C' Municipal Class Environmental 
Assessment (Class EA) in 2009 to review alternative solutions to provide for an interchange at Highway 400 and Line 5. The Municipal Class EA 
process was completed in 2010 resulting in the selection of a preferred design concept. 

THE PROJECT 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has retained the services of URS 
and the Ainley Group to undertake the detail design of the new Highway 
400 and Line 5 interchange. Improvements being completed as part of this 
undertaking include the removal and replacement of the existing Line 5 bridge 
at Highway 400 with a Pardo A-4 interchange, re-alignment of the North 
Schomberg River, re-alignment of the 5th Sideroad, widening of Line 5 to 
four lanes and realignment of Coffey Road. This project is being completed 
with input from the Ministry of Transportation and the County of Simcoe to 
ensure that future requirements are addressed through the current design.
